BERLIN

Communists warned the United 
States today against any show of 
strength on the 110-mile autobahn 
connecting West Berlin with West 
Germany. 
Neues Deutschland, the central 
organ of the East German re­ 
gime, 
sharply 
criticized 
move­ 
ment of U.S. troops along the 
superhighway through East Ger­ 
many. 
The U.S. Army announced Fri­ 
day that two battle groups of an 
estimated 3.000 men would move 
along the autobahn soon replac­ 
ing garrison troops in this divided 
city. Western powers recognize 
only Soviet control over the auto­ 
bahn and insist on freedom of 
passage. 
“They (the Americans) should 
realize that the result (of the 
troop movements) will not be 
a 
documentation 
of 
American 
strength but merely another proof 
of the necessity to solve the 
West Berlin problem peacefully.’’

Soviet officials halted one U.S. 
convoy on the autobahn for more 
than an hour Friday after finding 
a flaw in their travel documents.

“We must all study the experi­ 
ences in building up the world's 
first Communist society,” he said 
“Socialism is a world reality to 
day as the force defeating im 
perialism.” 
“The world is on the road to 
ward communism,” he added, 
j 
Castro jokingly added that if 
there 
was any anti-Communist 
(listening to him “he does not 
need wrorrv because there will be 
no communism (in Cuba) before 
30 years.” 
Castro’s 
statements 
were 
in 
sharp 
contrast 
to 
declarations 
that "ours is not a Communist 
revolution” made six months aft­ 
er he seized power from dictator 
Fulgencio Batista Jan. I, 1959. 
Apparently in reference to his 
anti-Communist statements. Cas­ 
tro said Friday night that until 
a few years ago he was “biased 
against communism because of 
imperialist propaganda.” He said 
the change in his political think­ 
ing began after he seized power. 
Castro praised Lenin for “de­ 
veloping Marx’ and Engel’s the-1 
ones and putting them into prac­ 
tice. Marxism or scientific social­ 


ism has become the revolutionary 
movement of the working class,” 
he said. 
Castro's assertion that he was 
a confirmed Marxist was one of 
his strongest public admissions 
that he had been converted to­ 
ward the Communist line. 
He had implied as much by 
labeling Cuba a socialist state in 
a 
speech last May Day. 
The 
United States then declared for 
the first time that Castro was 
a full member of the Communist 
camp. 
Castro, who ruled out elections 
in his May Day speech, declared 
Friday night that he was forming 
a single party that would unify 
all groups in his regime into a 
"strong and disciplined organiza­ 
tion.” 
The 
Integrated 
Revolutionary 
Organization, 
embracing 
politi­ 
cal, military', economic, labor and 
social groups, forms the founda­ 
tion 
for the coming one-party 
system. Tile party will be called 
“the united party of Cuba’s so­ 
cialist revolution.” 
“There cannot be throe or four 
movements,” Castro said.

In his final word to the Ohio Legislature 
on the difference of opinion over appropria­ 
tions.

The fact is and always has been that 
Republicans, whether in the government of 
Ohio or the government in Washington, bitter­ 
ly resent the manner in which Democrats pre­ 
sent themselves to voters as the only bona 
fide friends of the human race because a 
bleeding heart has become their political 
trademark. 
As the only effectual pleaders for modera­ 
tion in public policy and prudence in public 
spending. Republicans stand accused by a 
certain type of Democratic politician as be­ 
ing deaf to the cries of their fellow Ameri­ 
cans who need help. 


Republicans, in turn, accuse a certain tj^pe 
of Democratic politician of being deaf to 
the cries of their fellow Americans going 
broke tiecause there is no point of satiety in 
public taxation.

DiSalle over the arithmetic of his budget. 
They didn't accuse him of being deficient 
in arithmetic, but he accused them of being 
short on conpassion. 
It would have beeq well if the difference 
had been confined to the arithmetic. Be­ 
cause it wasn’t confined to that — because 


the governor impugned the humanitatianism 


of his opponents — permanent scars have 


been inflicted that will thump and throb 


long after the budgetary arithmetic has been 


forgotten. 


Once More, Situation Normal 


As reports of dissatisfaction among re­ 
servists called up for duty continue to ac­ 
cumulate, there is one question of prime 
importance: 
Are the reports normal in volume? 
There never has been a time in the United 
States when men called up for military duty 
were complacently happy about their lot once 
time began to drag? 
There never has been a time when men 
called up for precautionary effect were satis­ 
fied with their training and living conditions. 
From the Revolutionary soldier’s sorry 
plight—unfed, unclothed and unhoused—to the 
World War II dogface’s lack of galoshes in 
the slush of a European winter, military ex­ 
perience always has spelled SNAFU. 
The point is that SNAFU itself is normal— 
Situation Normal All Fouled Up. 
Individual dissatisfaction and collective 


complaints have been ample justified, wheth­ 


er they concerned unspeakable food in the 


Spanish-American War or torpedoes that 


wouldn’t fire in World War II. 
Americans accustomed to active useful lives 


have writhed in an agony of uselewness in 
military camps, hating the traditional life of 
a soldier, though it is comparable to the 
idleness once prized by Indian braves. 
Men who hoped to make something of 
themselves have resented tapping out the 
passage of w’asted days in training camps, 
where at best they learned to do something 
they did not like and at worst tasted the 
fni.stration of doing nothing at all. 
These are normal conditions, normal states 
of mind. The only question is whether they 
now are accumulating in abnormal volume 
as the result of a precautionary military call- 
up. The prolilem is not peculiar to anything 
happening now. 
It is concerned with the futility of mili­ 
tarism. Is has been faced by every general 
who ever commanded an army and by every 
government that ever needed an army. 
How can you keep the morale of soldier.s 
high when they are going through the mo­ 
tions of doing something they do not par­ 
ticularly w’ant to do in case they must do 
something else they would rather not do at 
all? 


Spare Lessons Broiiglit l o Earth 


We defer to the strong imaginations ni 
the dreamers who relate all experience in 
this b a n n in g stage of space flight to the 
grand project of sending men to the moon. 
They are thinking in a dimension too lofty 
for most of us. They will get to the moon if 
they try long enough, hard enough and skil­ 
fully enough. We belies'e in them. That is as 
far as we can go. 
In the meantime, some of the things they 
will learn may help us in our daily lives, 
and that will be our reward for footing the 
bill of their fateful decision to hitch their 
space wagon to the stars.

He had introduced Mr. Kennedy 
to 100.000 persons in and around 
Journal Square in Jersey City, 
at the big wind-up rally which the 
experts say swung the state for 
the Democrats. 
“ Mr. President.” Grogan said, 
“our industry is in a bad way. 
Unemployment is high. Up in the 
Quincy, Mass., shipyards of Beth­ 
lehem Steel they’re ’'»ying off 
several hundred workers a week, 
and in a month or so the yard 
will have to drop 4.000 more for 
the lack of orders, 
“Can’t the government increase 
its submarine building a n d its 
overhauling of our Navy; Bethle­ 
hem did build subs during the 
war and has a bid in.

"The Industrial Union depart­ 
ment recognizes the need for em­ 
barking on a field action program 
designed to implement the AFL- 
O O ’s legi.slative goals. 
The department h a s already 


set such a program in motion. 
This program calls for the for­ 
mation of an Industrial U n i o n 
Federal Legislative Committee in 
each of the target congressional 
districts.” 


EACH COMMriTEE, under the 
Reuther plan, will have represen­ 
tation from each industrial union 
in each region. Then they will 
coordinate and move politically as 
though they were in a joint-uniwi- 
izing campaign. 
If possible, they will try to force 
the nomination of one of their 
regional union officials on the cwi- 
gressional ticket. 
Some will call 
this a purge 
drive in 40 districts, mostly in 
the Midwest. Some will see it as 
an effort to prove to the admini­ 
stration that the industrial union 
group can do more than ask for 
more 
If it succeeds, the drive will 
put some of these labor men, or 
the politicos they select, 
in 
a 
position where they can legislate, 
as wet! as lobby for, new laws 
and appropriations.

Freedom Rides result in violence 
every now and then. It is the po­ 
lice w'ho are denounced for alleged 
brutality when they make arrests 
or try to preserve order. 
I n d ^ , some clergymen actu­ 
ally participate in the demonstra­ 
tions and allow themselves to 
be arrested in order to get pub­ 
licity 
for 
the 
cause

pou.se. 
There’s no objection to anybody 
getting publicity for a cause but 
there is a distinct difference when 
toe form of demonstration is cal­ 
culated to cause violence. 


WIf.AT IS the solution? Maybe 
it would be helpful to reread the 
following words from a decision 
of the Supreme Court of the Unit­ 
ed States: 
"We consider the underlying pol­ 
icy of the plaintiff's argument to 
coTLsist in the assumption that the 
enforced separation of the two 
races stamps the colored race 
with a badge of inferiority. If toia 
be so, it is not by reason of any­ 
thing found in the act (a state 
law), but solely because the col­ 
ored race chooses to put that con- 
stniction upon it. . . . 
"The argument also assumes 
that social prejudices may be 
overcome by legislation, and that 
equal rights cannot be secured 
to the Negro except by an en­ 
forced co-mingling of the tw o 
races. We cannot accept this prop­ 
osition. 
“ If the two races are to meet 
upon terms of social equality, it 
must be the result of natural af­ 
finities. a mutual appreciation of 
each other’s merits and a volun­ 
tary consent of individuals. 
“.As was said by the Court of 
Appeals of New York, 'this end 
can neither be accomplished nor 
promoted by laws which conflict 
with the genera! sentiment of the 
community upon whom they arc 
designed to operate. . . . 
"ijCgislation is powerfless to 
eradicate racial instincts or to 
abolish distinctions based u p o n 
physical differences and the at­ 
tempt to do so can only result in 
accentuating the difficulties of 
the present situation.” 


THE 
FOREGOING quotaii^ns 
come from toe famous decision 
of 1986 known as “ Plessy V, Fer­ 
guson.” but they were repeated 
this year by Judge Ben Cameron 
of the U.S. Ciraiit Ckxirt of Ap­ 
peals in filing a dis.senting opin­ 
ion in connection with a case of 
racial disturbance on a bus line 
in Birmingham, Ala. 
It 
was 
this 
same 
viewpoint 
which the Supreme Court of toe 
United States in 1954 overturned, 
not on the basis of constitutional 
law or legal precedents, but by 
citing 
“ modern 
authority” 
— 
namely, several treatises on psy­ 
chology and social science. 
Small wonder there are extrem­ 
ists who today form organization.s 
to demonstrate against this form 
of modernisn in the federal judi­ 
ciary.

From the Revolutionary soldier’s sorry 
plight—unfed, unclothed and unhoused—to the 
World War II dogface’s lack of galoshes in 
the slush of a European winter, military ex­ 
perience always has spelled SNAFU. 
The point is that SNAFU itself is normal— 
Situation Normal All Fouled Up 
Individual dissatisfaction and 
collective 


complaint* have been ample justified, wheth­ 
er they concerned unspeakable food in the 
Spanish-American War or torpedoes that 


wouldn’t fire in World War II. 
Americans accustomed to active useful lives 


have writhed in an agony of uselessness in 
military camps, hating the traditional life of 
a soldier, though it is comparable to the 
idleness once prized by Indian braves. 
Men who hoped to make something of 
themselves have resented tapping out the 
passage of wasted days in training camps, 
where at best they learned to do something 
they did not like and at worst tasted the 
frustration of doing nothing at all. 
These are normal conditions, normal states 
of mind The only question is whether they 
now are accumulating in abnormal volume 
as the result of a precautionary military call­ 
up. The problem is not peculiar to anything 
happening now.

Ideally, he exists 
only in the mind’s eye. where all 
of us saw him first. 
Whatever he looked like there 
was not what he turned out to be 
in the flesh because, in the first 
place, Santa Claus is supposed to 
be an elf and there are no elfin 
Santa Clauses 
Instead, in this kmg-size coun­ 
try there is a curious interest in 
overgrown Santa Clauses, all the 
better to hold you on my knee you 
great big overgrown lump of a kid 
you. 
There also is a callous disre­ 
gard of the specification for the 
belly of Santa Claus, which is 
round and shakes like a bowlful of 
jelly. (All 
specifications for S. 
Claus, it is understood, are from 
Clemen! Moore of the Columbia 
University Moores, the only man 
ever to have seen the real Santa 
Claus.) 
Many Santa Clauses are lean - 
some are cadaverous. Many are 
angular 
and 
dyspeptic. 
Their 
noses are sometimes uncherrylike, 
being pinched and pale, instead. 
And alas, some of their noses are 
too red. 
Everything about them is the 


opposite of jolly, unless they just 
happen to be feeling that way. 
This is not a knock against San­ 
ta Clauses as an occupational 
group or as individuals Some are 
excellent. Nearly all are earnest. 
But most Santas reflect a peculiar 
circumstance of Amencan life. 
They’re unemployed 
They are too old to be on the 
list of useful citizens. 
Or they have no skill to sell to 
an employer. 
Or for some other reason they 
have nothing better to do at 
Christmas than dress up in Santa 
Claus suits. For most of them it’* 
a job. 
If they fall short of specifica­ 
tions. they’re no shorter t h a n 
members of other occupational 
groups There are those among 
their critics who don’t look or act 
the part they’re playing either. 
There are artisans w’ho don't 
know 
their 
trade, 
professional 
people who scoff at their profes­ 
sional obligations. 
There are all kinds of us who 
get sized up by Santa Clauses each 
Christmas, and perhaps it’s bet­ 
ter if we don’t know how t h e y 
feel 
They 
keep 
their 
mouths 
shut 
They’re doing the best they can 
under the circumstances, and all 
things considered they do as well 
as human beings ever do when 
stacked up against a figment of 
the imagination.

Plans are being made 
for the exertion of pressure this 
week on tho owners of restau­ 
rants — wholly disconnected from 
railroads or buses and operated 
as private businesses — along a 
Maryland highway. 
Sit-in demonstrations that have 
aroused resentment or produced 
riots and even bloodshed are not 
being condemned by either Pres­ 
ident Kennedy or Attorney Gen­ 
eral Kennedy as the acts of ex­ 
tremists. 
Vice 
President 
Johnson 
has 
pointed out in one of his recent 
speeches 
that 
the 
Communists 
hope to triumph by striving to 
"array brother against brother, 
class against class, race against 
race.” 
Everyone know's that widespread 
publicity is given in the press 
and radio in Europe to the Free­ 
dom Rides and sit-in demonstra­ 
tions. 
Yet who starts these things? 
Members of the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People and of another or­ 
ganization known as the Congress 
of Racial Equality participate in 
these demonstrations 
Is it possible that the adminis­ 
tration here hesitates, for domes­ 
tic political reasons, to denounce 
these tactics or those whose dem­ 
onstrations 
unwittingly 
furnish 
publicity for the Communist criti­ 
cisms of America? 
It could be presumed that the 
Negro vote, which has benefited 
the administration in many elec­ 
tions. is too large to risk alienat­ 
ing it by any public criticism of 
the Negro organizations that are 
conducting the Freedom Rides 


MAYBE IE THEY HAD as few 
members and as little influence po­ 
litically as the John Birchers, the 
Freedom Riders would have long 
ago 
brought 
down 
upon 
their 
heads the wrath of administration 
spokesmen. 
The church organizations, too. 
are for the most part strangely 
silent. 
Though 
inevitably 
the 


Freedom Rides result in violence 
every now and then. It is the po­ 
lice who are denounced for alleged 
brutality when they make arrests 
or try to preserve order. 
Indeed, some clergymen actu­ 
ally participate in the demonstra­ 
tions and allow themselves to 
be arrested in order to get pub­ 
licity 
for 
tile 
cause 
they 
es­ 
pouse. 
There’s no objection lo anybody 
getting publicity for a cause but 
there is a distinct difference when 
the form of demonstration is cal­ 
culated to cause violence. 


BHAT IS the solution? Maybe 
it would be helpful to reread the 
following words from a decision 
of the Supreme Court of the Unit­ 
ed States: 
"We consider the underlying pol­ 
icy of the plaintiffs argument to 
consist iii the assumption that the 
enforced separation of the two 
races stamps the colored race 
with a badge of inferiority. If thia 
be so, it is not bv reason of any­ 
thing found in the act (a state 
law), but solely because the col­ 
ored race chooses to put that con­ 
struction upon it. . . . 
"The argument also assumes 
that social prejudices may be 
overcome by legislation, and that 
equal rights cannot be secured 
to the Negro except by an en­ 
forced co-mingling of the tw o 
races. We cannot accept this prop­ 
osition. 
"If the two races are to meet 
upon terms of social equality, it 
must be the result of natural af­ 
finities. a mutual appreciation of 
each other’s merits and a volun­ 
tary consent of individuals. 
".As was said by the Court of 
Appeals of New York, ‘this end 
can neither be accomplished nor 
promoted by laws which conflict 
with the general sentiment of the 
community upon whom they are 
designed to operate. . . . 
"legislation 
is powerfless to 
eradicate racial instinct* or to 
abolish distinctions based u p o n 
physical differences and the at­ 
tempt to do so can only result in 
accentuating 
the difficulties 
of 
the present situation.” 


THE 
FOREGOING quotations 
come from the famous decision 
of 198H known as "Plessy V. Fer­ 
guson,” but they were repeated 
this year by Judge Ben Cameron 
of the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals in filing a dissenting opin­ 
ion in connection with a case of 
racial disturbance on a bus lins 
in Birmingham. Ala. 
It 
was 
this 
same 
viewpoint 
which the Supreme Court of the 
United States in 1954 overturned, 
not on the basis of constitutional 
law or legal precedents, but by 
citing 
"modern 
authority” 
— 
namely, several treatises on psy­ 
chology and social science. 
Small wander there are extrem­ 
ists who today form organizations 
to demonstrate against this form 
of modernisn in the federal judi­ 
ciary.

Q. How can I mend b r o k e n 
chinaware? 
A. Use a cement made by mix­ 
ing plaster-of-paris with the white 
of an egg until ii is creamy. Ap­ 
ply this as you would any pre­ 
pared cement. 


Q. How can I make easier the 
Job of sealing a great number of 
envelopes for mailing, and with 
less wear on my tongue? 
A. You can improvise a good 
sealer. Merely moisten the flaps 
of your envelopes with an ic * 
cube wrapped in a clean cloth. 
The ice keeps melting fast enough 
to keep the cloth damp while 
you’re using it. 


Q. How can I prevent eggs from 
bursting while boiling them? 
A. They’ll not burst if raw end 
of each egg is stuck with a needle 
before placing it in the water. 
This makes an outlet for air and 
prevents the eggs from cracking.

Curiously, B rigitte never invests in her 
own films, although she adm its owning 
“som e” flats and having “lots of m oney” in 
the bank.

H er 
total w orth—all of it accum ulated by h e r­ 
self w ith no help from business m anagers 
or financial advisers—has been estim ated 
in the neighborhood of $4 million. And she 
hates to spiend anything on herself.

B rigitte herself can be seen putting through 
Paris in the cheapest of autom obiles. 
But w hen her stand-in had appendicitis, 
BB paid all her hospital and surgical bills. 
Perhaps seeking to buy friendship, BB hands 
out gifts as a child gives aw ay toys. H er 
house in St. Tropez is alw ays open to ac­ 
quaintances who have no other place to 
spend their holiday. 
Ju st as her attitu d e and outlook on life 
have not m atured, neither have her other 
personality traits. She has no sense of h u ­ 
mor. Betw een takes, she reads horoscopes. 
She cries easily and can t stand to be alone. 
A fraid of solitude, the first thing she does 
when she arrives hom e is turn on some 
music to keep herself com pany or pick up 
a guitar and idly strum it. Mme. Rénal told 
me that BB is so terrified of being alone 
that she called her three tim es one evening 
to say good night, just to hear a voice. 
B rigitte’s search for happiness is con­ 
ducted in an adolescentlike m anner.

mean? Not ‘even BB really knows.

Never overobligate yourself. Be sure you 
have a margin of income over and above 
your normal living expenses and present 
credit obligations. Never tie up your entire 
income on time payments. When you do, a 
few days layoff or an emergency in the 
family can be catastrophic. 
The American Bankers Association sug­ 
gests the following rule-of-thum b as a 
limitation on family credit: “You may be 
heading for danger if you pay out more than 
15 percent of your income on installment 
purchases.” Observance of this safeguard 
will go a long way toward keeping your 
family from being tabbed as a bad risk in 
the files of your local credit association. 
If you should get into credit difficulties 
and are completely unable to meet your ob­ 
ligations, then I would strongly recommend 
that you go directly to your creditors, tell 
them your situation frankly, and try to work 
out some means of repayment possible 
within your present straitened circum­ 
stances. Most creditors will lean over back­ 
ward to help you work out a solution. 
There is another solution, an undesirable 
one— pei-sonal bankruptcy. 
I recall a recent example of this—and one
